Anti-Aircraft 

The navy will request $300,000,000 
for major improvements in the anti¬ 
aircraft defenses of its fighting ships, 
according to a letter sent to the house 
naval committee by Secretary Knox. 
Navy officers estimate that it will 
require from five to six years to 
complete the proposed alterations on 
ships already with the fleet.

The shipping board wound up the 
World war with 2,316 ships of which 
about 2,000 had been sold, scrapped, 
lost at sea, or written off in one way 
or another.
